Misery as the rain pours down 


ROADS across the county were closed on 
Friday after heavy downpours caused 
major routes to flood - with even more 
rain forecast to fall over the weekend. 

The flooding caused long delays for 
motorists, who were warned to take extra 
care when making journeys. 

Chaul End Lane, which runs between 
Luton and Caddington, was blocked in 
both directions during rush-hour on 


Friday morning, becoming one of the 
most affected roads after torrential rain 
hammered the county overnight. 

Concerned by the rising water levels, 
the Environment Agency issued a flood 
warning for the River Lea, Luton. 

The alert related to the section of the 
river that runs through Toddington Road, 
Stockingstone Road and Luton Hoo.

PCC’s breach 
might have 
broken law

POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
could face criminal charges for 
leaking secret information 
after the IPCC asked for the 
matter to be referred back to 
them for possible investigation. 

In December last year, this 
newspaper exclusively revealed 
that Mr Martins was in hot water 
over disclosing confidential 
information about the death of 
Luton man Leon Briggs in police 
custody on November 4. 

Last month we also reported 
the commissioner had been 
given a ‘severe reprimand’ and 
warning by the Bedfordshire 
Police and Crime Panel over his 
conduct - although the family of 
Mr Briggs felt stronger action 
should have been taken. 

Luton on Sunday can now 
reveal that at a meeting of the 
crime panel on Thursday night, 
members were asked by the 
IPCC to refer the leak back to 
them for further investigation. 
They will then determine if his 


actions amount to misconduct 
in public office. 

A spokeswoman for the IPCC 
said: “On Tuesday the 

Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) wrote to 
Bedfordshire’s Police and Crime 
Panel directing it to record as a 
conduct matter an unauthorised 
disclosure of information about 
the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Leon Briggs.” 

In response Mr Martins said: 
“From the outset I have made it 
clear that I take full responsibil¬ 
ity for my misjudgement, some¬ 
thing that I regret immensely 
and for which I continue 
apologise. I have also 
been as open as I can 
be, given the ongoing 
sensitivities, about the 
nature of that mistake. 

“I therefore struggle 
to believe I will be 
charged with miscon¬ 
duct in public office, 
but I will nonetheless 
co-operate fully with 
any IPCC investiga¬ 
tion in the hope that 
they will reach a 
speedy conclusion 


and get back to what really mat¬ 
ters here, which is the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the tragic 
death of Leon Briggs.” 

On Tuesday night an emotion¬ 
al public meeting was held in 
Luton to mark three months 
since Leon’s death, 
.during which 
i renewed calls 
L were made for the 
community to 
i remain united in 
seeking answers.

‘Animosity’ played major 
part in bus service axe

‘ANIMOSITY' between a charity 
chief executive officer and a 
council manager played a major 
part in the axing of a transport 
service, a report has suggested. 

The document by councillors 
on the withdrawal of South Beds 
Dial-A-Ride (SBDAR) said ‘per¬ 
sonal animosity’ between the 
service’s CEO and Luton coun¬ 
cil’s transport manager had 
played a major factor in a break¬ 
down of communication. 

In August last year, Dial-A-Ride 
announced it was ending free 
transport which allowed 800 
elderly and disabled people to book 
travel to day and therapy centres 
and medical appointments. 

At the time its CEO David 
Barratt said a cut in council 
funding meant Dial-A-Ride could 


no longer continue operating, 
despite demand increasing over 
the past two years. Its removal 
caused controversy and was 
branded ‘irresponsible’ by coun¬ 
cil leader Hazel Simmons. 

Since then, a report into its 
withdrawal has been published 
in preparation for a meeting 
being held tomorrow. The docu¬ 
ment identified several concerns 
over the ending of the service. 

It says: “It does seem that a 
major factor in this breakdown 
was a personal animosity 
between the CEO of SBDAR and 
LBC’s Transport Manager. The 
Group is concerned about an 
apparent lack of professionalism 
on both sides. 

“From the LBC perspective, the 
Group is concerned that this sit¬ 
uation was allowed to develop to 
the point of complete collapse of 
the relationship, without effec¬ 


tive management intervention.” 

Concerns were also raised 
about the temporary service 
which has replaced Dial-A-Ride. 

Mr Barratt said he would not 
comment until after the meeting. 

Luton council said its transport 
manager Ken Toye was not availa¬ 
ble for interview but supplied a 
statement from Councillor Keir 
Gale, the author of the report. 

He said: “As this is an important 
service aimed at some of Luton’s 
most vulnerable 

residents, the scrutiny group’s 
main concern is about whether 
there is a capacity to meet the 
needs of all of the customers.” 

“In using the word ‘animosity’ 
the group intended to convey a 
message that a level of disagree¬ 
ment about the topic existed which 
led to a breakdown in communica¬ 
tion between colleagues which 
strained their relationship.”

FLOODING in Caddington and Luton 
has been described as the ‘worst it 
has been this year’, by a councillor. 

A number of roads in the area were 
closed following the large-scale 
flooding on Friday and motorists are 
being warned to drive carefully and 
avoid roads deep in surface water. 

Caddington councillor Richard Stay 
said: “The flood situation is probably 
the worst I have seen this year. 

“The Lower Luton Road in Hyde, 
Dunstable Road, Luton Road, 
Mancroft Road and Woodside Road in 
Caddington were closed with serious 
floods also on Grove Road, Slip End 
and Chaul End Road, effectively 
cutting off villages.” 

Just after 7am on Friday morning 
one woman had to be rescued by fire¬ 
men in Mancroft Road when her car 
became stranded. 

Lower Luton Road in Hyde saw five 
cars stranded in flood waters. 

Elsewhere residents sent in pictures 
of the rising surface water in 
Butterfield Green Road in Luton, 
while the main and academy courses 
at Stockwood Golf Centre in 
Stockwood Park were closed due to 
flooding.

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Man dies after van hits brick wall 


A 43-YEAR-OLD motorist has died 
after his van veered across a road and 
collided with a brick wall. 

The accident happened at 12.23pm 
on Tuesday on the A505 Hitchin Road, 
close to the junction south of Lothair 
Road. 

An ambulance crew, a response car, a 
critical care paramedic from Hitchin, 
the Essex air ambulance, and a senior 


officer rushed to the scene to treat the 
man who was found to be in cardiac 
arrest. 

Officers were called and they 
attempted CPR on the driver, but he 
was pronounced dead at the scene a 
short time later. 

His female passenger suffered minor 
injury. During the incident the road was 
closed as emergency services worked 


to treat the driver and clear the debris 
caused by the collision. 

A spokesperson for the ambulance 
service said: “Paramedics, a critical 
care paramedic, firefighters and the 
team from the Essex Air Ambulance 
worked extensively to treat and 
stabilise the patient at the roadside 
for over an hour before he was sadly 
pronounced dead at the scene.”

THE deselection of a former 
councillor of the year ‘stinks’, 
the Police & Crime 
Commissioner has said.

He added: “Taf was also 
nationally recognised as 
Young Councillor of the Year 
2012, the only time a Luton 
councillor has received this. 

“So the residents of Dallow 
ward will today be scratching 
their heads wondering why 
on earth their young, dynam¬ 
ic, and independently-mind¬ 
ed councillor has been uncer¬ 


emoniously dumped by local 
Labour Party members. 

“To me Taf’s deselection, 
coupled with that of former 
finance chief Robin Harris, 
highlights there is a problem 
with our internal party 
democracy. Candidates are 
getting selected on the basis 
of who can round up the most 
votes from family members 
and associates rather than on 
merit, and it stinks.”

library, but now that it is shut 
we won’t be able to do that. 

“This isn’t the end, and we 
have ideas about how we can 
bring back a community 
library service for Sundon 
Park. I hope the community 
and the authority will come 
together and support us with 
any future ventures that we 
pursue.” 

Narinder Bhourlay, Director 


of Libraries and Community 
Centres at Luton Culture 
said: “We realise that for 
some, especially older people 
and those with young 
children, losing their closest 
library is a huge loss, so it is 
important for us to ensure 
that everyone in Luton is still 
able to access library 
services. For this reason, our 
priority is to ensure every 
library user is aware of their 
nearest libraries.”

Council looks at 
£25 rubbish fee

CHARGES starting at £25 for 
collections of bulky rubbish 
could be introduced. 

Luton council has said it can 
no longer run the collection 
of items such as furniture and 
white goods as a free service. 

It is proposing a minimum 
£25 charge for up to three 
items, with a £5 fee for addi¬ 
tional items. 

The service will continue 
being free for properties 
where the head of the house¬ 


hold receives means-tested 
benefits. 

The authority also wants to 
reduce the minimum charge 
for the removal of fittings, 
garden waste and carpets 
from £65 to £25. 

Councillors will vote on the 
plan tomorrow night. A coun¬ 
cil report said a charge would 
lead to fewer collection 
requests and that a Targe 
number’ of the town’s popu¬ 
lation was on benefits. 

The plan has been criticised 
by Liberal Democrat Cllr 
David Franks who said it 


would create a ‘dumper’s 
charter’, and endanger public 
health as people would dump 
their items instead of paying 
the fee. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, the coun¬ 
cil’s environment portfolio 
holder, said the authority had 
to make savings. He also said 
the charges were common 
elsewhere in the UK. 

He added: “It would be nice 
if Cllr Franks could come up 
with some constructive ways 
that Luton Borough Council 
could save money. Instead, he 
just criticises every move.”

Driver ‘had time’ to 
see woman in road

A TAXI driver has pleaded 
guilty to causing the death of 
a 70-year-old woman, after 
striking her with his car on a 
pedestrian crossing. 

Azam Farooq of Blenheim 
Crescent, Luton, admitted 
causing the death of Gillian 
Kean by driving without due 
care and attention, at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday. 

The court heard the 
collision happened at mid¬ 


night on August 21, 2013, in 
Percival Way. 

Ms Kean, who had just 
arrived from Luton Airport 
following a peace mission in 
the Middle East, had crossed 
from one side of the road to 
the central island via a 
pedestrian crossing in 
Percival Way. It was as she 
crossed the second half of the 
road that the silver Mercedes 
Vito hit her. 

Ms Kean was taken to Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital, 
where she died from her 
injuries later that morning. 


In interview, Farooq said 
that he did not see Ms Kean. 

A police collision report 
concluded that Farooq was 
driving within the speed 
limit, which should have 
meant he had around 3.7 
seconds to react to the fact 
Ms Kean was on the crossing. 

As Farooq broke down in 
tears, his solicitor said: “She 
was there to be seen and he 
should have seen her.” 

Sentencing was adjourned 
so reports could be 
completed.

Stop shooting birds 

SIR - February 1 marked the end 
of the pheasant and 
partridge shooting season. 

For many people, these ‘game’ 
birds are unable to stir the 
emotions in the same way as a 
persecuted badger or a 
vivisected dog. 

But their capacity to feel pain is 
equal, while the scale on which 
they are ‘processed’ and killed 
exceeds that of, say, egg-laying 
hens. Industry data suggest that 
around 42 million pheasants 
and some nine million partridg¬ 
es were released for shooting 
during the season just ended. 

Having been hand-reared, the 
birds are ill-suited for life in the 
wild and some 60 per cent will 
die before they can be shot. They 
will starve, be run over, or 
succumb to predators. 

The element that still enrages 
and pains those of us who 


oppose the ‘game’ bird business 
is that it is based on breeding 
animals on a massive scale so 
that they can be destroyed for 
pleasure. 

Figures from the shooting 
industry itself show that it costs 
more than 13 times as much to 
rear pheasants and get them 
airborne than the shot birds will 
fetch retail. Efficient food 
production it is not. 

It is time to follow the Dutch 
example and ban the production 
of birds for ‘sport shooting’.

D RIVING in any town 
in this day and age 
has become some¬ 
thing of a night¬ 
mare. First thing in the 
morning and at the end of 
the working day are the 
worst with most of us sitting 
for ridiculous amounts of 
time in our cars moving at 
a snail’s pace through the 
town. 

Walk or get a bus you may 
say, which is a fair point but 
as I am often travelling from 
further afield and none of 
the buses go where I want to 
go, that is not generally an 
option. 

Looking at the empty buses 
driving through the town 
they don’t appear to go 
where anyone wants to go. 

Bus lanes full of empty 
buses hardly helps the 
commute through town. 

However I am more 
convinced than ever that the 
sheer weight of traffic isn’t 
the only, or even the main, 
cause of this problem. 

I believe that the culprits or 
at least the biggest contribu¬ 
tors are our traffic lights. I 
would like to know if there is 
one set in the county that is 
properly configured to cope 
with the traffic. Where I live 
it takes me up to four 
minutes to get onto the main 
road if the lights are on red 
and then I have a few 
seconds to try to nip out into

the traffic vying for position 
with people driving out of 
the opposite driveway who 
have the same few seconds 
as me. 

Road rage is a regular 
occurrence at this spot so it 
is fortunate that the hospital 
is not far away. It is nigh on 
impossible to get out of this 
junction at peak time with¬ 
out contravening the law by 
clogging up the yellow box. 
Unfortunately if I didn’t do 
this I would probably still be 
waiting at there at lunch¬ 
time. 

Other drivers on the main 
road often show great 
patience until the lights turn 
amber, then rush forward to 
gain those few extra yards 
and few extra seconds. 

Further into the town on 
the main roads this gets 
much worse with traffic 
straddling across lanes, 
blocking yellow boxes and 
shooting red lights often out 
of desperation to just get into 
a stream of traffic moving in 
the right direction due to 
lights being out of sync. 

One of the worst offenders 
is coming into Luton on the 


main Bedford Road, where 
traffic can sit in considerable 
queues for minutes at a time 
to let out just one car from a 
side street. Certainly more 
understandable if this was 
restricted to peak times but 
as someone who has sat 
numerous times recently in 
queues of traffic there on a 
Sunday afternoon my 
tolerance levels are dropping 
fast. Also some lights are 
completely out of sync. 

On one main road they 
were green for less than five 
seconds and yet remained 
red for more than 30. And I 
was on the main road and 
the busiest road. 

My normal serenity was 
fraying rapidly. 

And where have all the 
roundabouts gone? 

Surely they are a better way 
of managing traffic and 
keeping it moving. 

So please can we ask the 
council to take some time 
and work out the 
co-ordination and timings of 
our traffic lights. 

It will have a positive effect 
on the flow of traffic and my 
blood pressure.

‘100 days on we 
have no answers’

AN EMOTIONAL public 
meeting was held this week 
to mark three months 
since the death of Luton man 
Leon Briggs. 

The 39-year-old died in the 
custody of Bedfordshire 
police after being restrained 
and detained under Section 
136 of the Mental Health Act 
on November 4, 2013. 

With an investigation by the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission 


(IPCC) into the 
circumstances surrounding 
Leon’s death still ongoing, 
the meeting on Tuesday night 
called for the community to 
remain united in seeking 
answers about Leon’s death 
and answered questions 
about ‘Leon’s Law’ - a 
proposal for it to become 
compulsory for frontline 
police officers to film any 
interaction with the public by 
using a body-worn video 
camera. 

Speaking in Luton’s council 
chamber, a representative for 


the Briggs family, Cyril 
Mitchell, said: “It is coming 
close to 100 days since Leon 
was taken from us and still we 
know no more.” 

Also at the meeting were 
Marcia Rigg, whose brother 
Sean tragically died in police 
custody in 2008, and film 
maker Ken Fero, who has 
produced a number of 
documentaries on the subject 
of deaths in police custody. 

The evening ended with a 
peaceful vigil and minute’s 
silence outside Luton Police 
Station.

PCS0 shone laser 
at police helicopter

A POLICE Community 
Support Officer (PCSO) has 
been given a community 
order after being caught 
shinning a laser pen into a 
force helicopter as it hovered 
800-feet above his home late 
at night. 

James Mclvor, 53, of Icknield 
Way, Luton, was sentenced to 
a two-year community order, 
240 hours of unpaid work and 
told to pay prosecution costs 
of £3,500. 

Mclvor, who had been a 
PCSO with British Transport 
Police (BTP) since 2008, 
dazzled the police helicopter 
crew with the beam from his 
pen and the pilot was forced 
to take evasive action, turn¬ 
ing the helicopter 180 degrees 
“out of harms way”. 

When the crew’s colleagues 
on the ground eventually 
traced the source of the light, 
they found Mclvor still 
outside his home. 

He claimed he was using the 
laser to attract the attention 
of his elderly cat that was on 
top of a garage. 

On February 4, Luton 
Crown Court heard Mclvor 
now faces a disciplinary

hearing in front of his bosses 
at BTP later this month. 

He appeared at court for 
sentence after he was con¬ 
victed by a jury before 
Christmas of acting in a neg¬ 
ligent manner to endanger 
the safety of an aircraft. 

Judge Philip Bartle told 
Mclvor that when the green 
laser light struck the cockpit 
of the helicopter at around 
1.15am on the morning of 
May 20 last year, the pilot had 
been temporarily blinded by 
the glare and couldn’t rely on 


his instruments. Instead he 
had to look out of the window 
to manoeuvre the helicopter 
to safety. 

Judge Bartle said: “If a pilot 
is blinded by light he can’t 
steer it into position; he might 
not know if he is the right way 
round.” 

He added: “As the pilot said, 
he had to have his wits about 
him.” 

The court was told a police 
helicopter, an EC 135 with a 
crew of three on board, had 
been deployed over the Marsh 
Farm estate in Luton in the 
early hours of May 20 follow¬ 
ing reports that a firearm had 
been discharged. At the time 
there had been a spate of 
shootings in the area. 

At Mclvor’s trial, he was 
acquitted of a charge of reck¬ 
lessly endangering the safety 
of an aircraft. 

Martin Robertshaw, defend¬ 
ing, said his client faces a 
disciplinary hearing in front 
of his bosses later this month. 

He said: “There is a substan¬ 
tial risk he will lose every¬ 
thing.” 

The court also heard Mclvor 
was highly regarded by 
colleagues and friends and 
had devoted his life to work¬ 
ing in the community.

Q: You’re bringing your show to the Grove in 
April again. How was it last year? 

A: Last time at the Grove was great. We 
absolutely love bringing the show to all the 
different parts of the country and seeing the 
audience enjoying such an intimate show. 

Q: What can the audience expect this year? 

A: Every year we have a different theme, and 
this year it’s ‘the best of Strictly’. On Strictly - 
as the viewers know - they have different 
weeks like ‘rock week’, ‘broadway week’ and 
‘movie week’, so we wanted to bring it all and 
put it in an amazing two-hour spectacular 
show with different styles, genres, and music. 

Q: How do you prepare for such a show? 

A: This is what we do. We’re choreographers 
and professional dancers, and we’ve done 
Strictly for so many years. For us this is second 
nature, and you train, you rehearse, you put it 
together, you research, and you just go out and 
have fun with it. 

Q: Do you think you will ever return to 
Strictly for another season? 

A: Well, you never know. Pasha and I work 
with Strictly doing the P&O cruises and you’re 
always a part of the family with Strictly. 

If there is a re-union show would I rule it out? 
No, not at all. I would like to do something like 
that again but definitely not a full season. 

Q: How has your career progressed since 
leaving Strictly in 2012? 

A: Before I started doing Strictly I was doing 
a lot of acting, and I took a break from dancing. 


But I have been doing more dance-related pro¬ 
jects. Of course doing something like Strictly 
opens a lot of doors for you and we are so lucky 
to be doing our third tour now. 

It’s the best thing ever because you’re your 
own boss, we get to dance whatever we want, 
use the music we want and design our cos¬ 
tumes. So that kind of job is a dream come 


true and that’s because we’ve done Strictly. 

Q: You’ve been doing the tour for three years 
now. How do you keep the routines fresh and 
keep yourself motivated? 

A: You keep the routine fresh because there’s 
new music, so when there’s new music... there’s 
new inspiration! 

The music is really what inspires us and you 


keep it fresh because every show has a differ¬ 
ent audience. We want to give people their 
money’s worth and entertain them. 

Q: Do you have any favourite dances that will 
always be in the show? 

A: We put all the dances in our show. There is 
a bit of Ballroom, Charleston, Latin, Swing - so 
it’s a mix of everything. 

Q: In every show you do, you dance with 
children from local dance companies. How 
important is this for their development? 

A: It’s very important to give young kids a 
chance to perform on a professional platform. 

When I was a kid I remember when you have 
a show you get excited about it, and you work 
harder in rehearsals. It’s so lovely to meet all 
the local dance schools that perform with us. 
They are so excited and want to dance, and I 
see myself in them when I was young. 

Q: And finally, who is Katya outside of 
dancing? 

A: I’m an actress and I like writing, but the 
production of a tour takes up a lot of time, so 
for the last three months I have been working 
on the tour - it’s a year-round job. 

Q: What kind of films do you see yourself 
featuring in? 

A: I think as an actress you grow as a person 
but I’d love to do comedies in Cameron Diaz- 
like roles. 

I want to do what I love, I don’t think it has to 
be a certain type of project but maybe not 
Shakespeare. I don’t think I’ll be able to do 
Shakespeare! 

Q: What kind of things are you writing? 

A: I really want to write a movie about the 
dance world. 

Q: Will this be ‘behind the scenes’ type of 
film? 

A: Well, I don’t know, I don’t want to give 
anything away. It’s my secret!

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Audi’s second stab at fostering a 
supermini dynasty is called the A1 and 
the recipe is a far simpler one than that 
which resulted in the A2 some ten years 
previously. The hope within Audi is 
that the A1 can stand out from the pack 
with its prestige badge and premium 
cabin quality while holding its own with 
solid mechanicals borrowed from the 
Volkswagen Polo. It sounds like a plan 
that will have the rest of the contenders 
at the fashionable end of the supermini 
sector worried. 

We’ve seen all of the engines before 
elsewhere in the Audi and VW group 
line-ups. The TSI petrol engines use 
turbocharging to compensate for 
their modest capacities, the 1.2 TSI 
achieving 86PS with 160Nm or torque 
and the entry-level 1.4 TSI chipping in 
with 122PS and 200Nm. There’s also 
a 185PS version of this 1.4 that uses 
both supercharger and turbocharger 
allied with a clever 7-speed DSG semi¬ 
automatic gearbox. The diesel option is 
a 1.6-litre common-rail injection TDI 


unit with 105PS and 250Nm. Both of 
the entry-level petrol engines return 
very similar economy and emissions 
figures of about 55mpg and 119g/km. 
The diesel is substantially better with 
an excellent 70.6mpg and a C02 output 
of 105g/km. 

A conventional supermini shape is 
adopted by the Al, which isn’t a great 
surprise given its mechanical similarity 
to the largely conventional VW Polo. 

It also means that the Al gains an edge 
over rivals from the trendier end of the 
supermini sector with a 267-litre boot 
that expands to 920 litres with the rear 
seat backs folded. 

The exterior of the car is crawling 
with recognisable Audi design cues 
and although you couldn’t call the 
looks adventurous, the Al has got the 
combination of neat proportions and 
engaging detailing that Audi does so 
well. The one feature that obviously 
breaks from the Audi master plan is 
the roof arch which can be specified 
in a different colour to the rest of the 
bodywork.

HATTERS manager John Still admitted it is 
‘tough’ having Saturdays off after another 
weekend fixture fell foul of the weather yes¬ 
terday. 

Luton were due to host Tamworth in the Skrill 
Premier at Kenilworth Road but the recent tor¬ 
rential rainfall on Saturday morning won the 
day again - causing a postponement at a time 
when Luton could do with continuing their 
impressive form of late. 

The fixture with the Lambs went the same

Luton’s victory over Barnet on New Year’s Day 
was played in monsoon like conditions at 
Kenilworth Road, with some suggesting that 
2014’s curtain raiser would have been post¬ 
poned had the BT Sport cameras not been there 
to broadcast the game live. 

Still admitted that the decision to play on may 


have impacted the Kenilworth Road pitch neg¬ 
atively in the long run. 

“The weather’s been absolutely atrocious,” he 
said. “Even when you see games that do go 
ahead - there was one on TV the other night - 
the pitches have been shocking. 

“Sometimes you are pushed to get a game on, 
a little bit like our Barnet game if you like. 

“It ruins the pitch then and you’ve got a prob¬ 
lem longer term. If the game against Barnet had 
been off, we might have got one or two games 
on that have been off, that type of thing. 

“You can’t do anything. It’s not ideal, but it’s 
not ideal for everybody.

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Turner prize an outside 
bet for title contenders

LUTON Town boss John Still 
said that the chance of signing 
Rhys Turner was only an ‘out¬ 
side bet' after the teenage strik¬ 
er opted to move to League One 
Oldham Athletic instead. 

The Hatters chief admitted 
that he had enquired about 
adding the youngster to his title 
challenging squad but the 
18-year-old signed with the 
Latics after leaving Skrill North 
side Stockport County for an 
undisclosed fee. 

Turner scored 63 goals during 
a prolific season for Myerscough 
College and the England College 
Team during the 2012-13 sea¬ 
son, a strike-rate which earned 
his move to former Football 
League side Stockport in the 
summer. 

He continued to find the net 
for the ‘other Hatters’ - bagging 
six goals from 14 starts for 
Stockport despite often being 
used in a more wide position. 


“He’s a striker we’ve seen that 
we liked, and we did speak to 
him,” said Still. 

“He chose to go to Oldham 
which is quite close to where he 
comes from. 

“We were only really an out¬ 
side chance, at his age he prob¬ 
ably wanted to stay closer to 
home. 

“But it was something we did 
have an interest in.” 

Still hasn’t completely ruled 
out adding any further names 
to his squad using the loan win¬ 
dow, which remains open 
despite Transfer Deadline Day 
bringing an end the chance for 
permanent signings last week. 

“The window opened again for 
loans on Friday,” said the boss. 

“I don’t envisage doing any 
business in that area if I’m being 
honest, but things can pop up. 

“We have targets who we 
would like to get eventually, not 
necessarily now. 

“For whatever reason they 
could become available on loan 
with a deal to take them at the 
end of the season. 

“We’ll review that as we go but 
there’s certainly nothing that’s 


banging on our door at the 
moment.” 

Elsewhere, Hatters fans can 
expect more players to join the 
growing list of squad members 
who have been loaned out in 
order to ensure more regular 
games of football. 

Still’s thinking is that when 
this legion returns, he will have 
a large squad of players all with 
games under their belt in time 
for the crucial run-in at the end 
of the season. 

“I’m not saying there might 
not be one or two more outs in 
the window,” said Still. 

“We still have one or two that 
we feel could benefit from some 
games and if the right opportu¬ 
nity comes along, we’d probably 
do that. 

“If I’m being honest I’d like 
everyone back here with a dozen 
games to go, knowing that 
they’ve had a lot of football. 

“If we can make that happen 
we will do.”
